THE SHERMAN BOOM. 


Since the nomination of ex-Senator Thur- 
man, tke friends of Senator Sherman are, in- 
deed, loud in their claims that the Chicago 
convention will be compelled to nominate the 
present Ohio senator in order to make the 
buckeye state solid for the republican ticket. 
Congressman Grosvenor, whois tho personal 
representative of Mr. Sherman on the floor of 
the house, says most emphatically that unless 
Sherman is nominated for president, Cleve- 
Jand and Thurman will sweep Ohio as it never 
has been swept before. 

This is to be the cry of the friends of Mr. 
Sherman until the nomination is made at 
Chicago. The Sherman people are shouting 
for ex-minister to England, Levi P. Morton, 
of New York, as the running mate for the 
Qhioan. They say Morton can carry New 
York, and with him at the tail of the ticket, 
the republican party can again secure control 
of the government. 

It is understood that Mr. Sherman has ex- 
pressed himse)f on frequent occasions in favor 
of Mr. Morton taking second place, and in the 
event of Sherman’s nomination, itis more than 
probable that the New York millionaire will 
be the selection. Senator Hawley, of Con- 
vecticut, has also sprung tothe front today as 
a vice-presidential possibility, with either 
Sherman, Gresham, Algar or Allison. If he 
goes upon the ticket it will be as the soldicr 
representative. 

There is no disguising the fact that the 
Sherman people have taken on great hopes 
‘since yesterday, and there isnot an emissary 
in all the states who has not been ordered to 
give the Sherman boom an additional twist. 

Ex-Senator Mahone, of Virginia,telegraphed 
today to Senator Sherman, that the Blaine- 
Wise combination must be broken,and that he 
believed he could do it at Chicago. Sherman 
andhis men have grown exceedingly bold 
within the past twenty-four hours.

BETTER BUSINESS FEELING 


On Account of Seasonable Weather—A Large 
Grain Vielid Predicted. 

New York, June 8.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s re- 

view of trade for the week says: 
_ There isa better feeling in business circles, and 
in Some quarters an actualj improvement in sales, 
though on the whole the transactions do not ecual 
those of a yearago. The beiter feeling is due, in 
part, to more seasonable weather; in part, also, to 
the growing impression that no disturbing changes 
in the tariff are likely tole made this year; but more 
largely to a decided improvementin the crop pros 
pects, The outlook as to cereals improves steadily, 
$s» that there is now reason to hope fora large yield 
of all grain except whext, andfora yield of wheat 
exceeding twenty million bushels, or more than 
the estimates of the month, provided the weather 
continues fair aud favorable. 

The amiruai report as to the atrenge an4 coné4i- 
tion of cotton, bv the Financ’al Chron cle irttteates 
an increase of tw> per cent in acreage, with a con- 
dition, ow the whele, father more fayvorebié than a 
year ago. he Atigntic states and Texas appear 
rather jess promising, but in Mississippi all accounts 
acree thal the prospect is better than at this time 
last year. Anotber encouraging feature is the in- 
crease in the out-put of pig iron, which is not large, 
but any increase whatever with the low prices now 
prevailing. issignificant. Partial repor's showa

The copper market is unchanged, though an ex- 
tensive caving lessons the output of the Anaconda 
mines. ‘Tin is weaker with accounts of deteiloating 
quality in Banca, and lead has been decidedly 
weak. 4 

The grain market hag declined; wheat, one cent; 
corn two and a half cents and.oats halfa cent, whi-e 
lard is a quarier higher and pork unchanged. 

Improved crop prospects, both in the Mississippi 
valley and the Pacific states—at present out weigh 
the mo ‘é-ate increase in the purchases of wheat for 
export. Corn and sugar are unchanged in price 
and coffec has vielded a quarter. Dairy products 
heve recovered a little from the depression of last 
week, but oil has declined four cents, 

The views of holders aud bidders are so far apart 
asto new wool that prices ure hardly settled, but 
such quotations as appear indicate a lower average. 
The general range of prices of commodities is about 
half of one per cent than a week ago. 

In the stock market a small recovery in prices has 
occurred, but dullness prevails. Good reports of 
earnings are balanced bythe increasing rivalry be- 
tween lake and rail routes and between western 
trunk lines.

Attack on a Railroad Train Neat Cin- 
cinnati. 

Cixncixwatt, Ohio, June 8.—Tonight Amert- 
can Express Messenger J. H. Zimmerman and 
Baggagemaster Joe Ketchum were alone ‘in 
an express and baggage car of the Cincinnati, 
Ind‘anapolis, St. Louis and Chicago railway 
train, which is due here at 11 o’clock, Zim- 
wwerman, when the train left Delhi station, 
twelve miles west of here, called Ketehum’s at- 
tention to some tramps that he saw through 
the glass window of the car door leading to the 
front platform next to the locomotive tender. 
Both men arose and went toward ‘the front 
doors When within ten feet of it the tramps 
began firing through the glass window.» Ket- 
chum foil, shot in four places, two balls enter- 
ing his abdomen, cne his breast and one his 
left shoulder. Zimmerman tried to draw. his 
pistol but it stuclein bis hip pocket and he re- 
treated to the rear platform of the ear where 
he met the conductor. The latter pulled the 
bell tope anid stopped the train. 

While this was going on oue of the tramps 
climbed on the tender, where he was met by 
the engineer and fireman, and knoeked stiff by 
two blows from a monkey wrench. The en- 
s'Reer 2nd fireman then ro}jed him off the ten- 
ter while the train was at full speed. Before 
he was thrown overboard, however, a second 
robber attempted to climb on the tender, but 
he weakened and dod ged back at the sight of 
the prostrate form of his companion. Before 
the train stopped more than ope robber was 
seen to jump off and disappear in the dark- 
ness. Ail of them wore masks completely 
covering their faces. Not a word 
Was spoken by the. robbers’ dar- 
ing the entire affray and not a shot was 
firedat them. The night was very dark and 
Mr. Zimmerman and Ketchum supposing 
them to be tramps went with a lantern to the 
front door and gave the miscreants every ad- 
Vantage. Hadthey waited instead of firing 
the men would have opened the door and 
would have been entirely in their power. 
They fired, Mr. Zimmerman and _ the conduc- 
tor think, not less than fifteen times. Mr. 
Zimmerman says he saw four men distinetly, 
and that allof them wore masks. They did 
not get inside of the car.

The young husband went home ina furious 
rage and armed himself with a revolver and 
razor, but was unable to find Murray until yes- 
terday afternoon. There was a hot quarrel, 
and Murray finally went to the office of a law- 
yer, but he was out, and while waiting Murray 
went into the cigar store and began to write. 
Bell followed him. 

‘‘Where are you writing to?’’ ho asked. 

“To my lawyer,” answered Murray, without 
looking up. Bell could stand it nojonger and 
jerked his razor from his pocket and made a 
slash at Murray’s ear. His aim was straight 
and the ear dropped off into his hand. Bell 
rushed out of the store to his brother’s office, 
and laying ihe ear upon atable chopped it to 
pieces.

THE PARIS BOMBSHELL. 

MES. FOLSOM’S INTERVIEW CABLED TO THE 

HERALD DISCONCERTS THE SLANDERERS. 

Heratp Bureau, Corner Fifteenth and G 
Btreets, N. W., Washington, June 6, 1888.— 
Acable dispatch from Paris in this morning’s 

- Flerald fell like a bombshell) in the camp of the 
infamous wretches who have been busy for 
months circulating not here alone, but from 
here al] over the country, the abominable lie 
that the president and his wife do not live hap- 
pily together. 

These creatures counted on Mrs. Folsom’s ab- 
‘gence in Europe, and made it a part of their 
tale that she had been driven from the white 
house by Mr. Cleveland’s misconduct toward 
his wife and that she would never return to 
Washington. When, therefore, they read 
Mrs. Folsom’s words to the Herald’s Paris cor- 
respondent this morning, -her announcement 
that “‘as was arranged trom the outset, I shall 
go direct from New York to Washington,” 
and her dignified and contemptuous denial of 
the story of marital unhappiness, the indus- 
trious disseminators of this grossest and most 
brutal! and inexcusable of scandals saw the 
end had come for them. 

It is well known to every journalist in Wash- 
ington that during a number of months past 
this tale of Mr. Cleveland’s maltreatment 
of his wife has been busily circulated in what 
is called ‘‘society.’”’ Ithas been whispered in 
every ear, male and female, that would listen.

Tn all that she showed that she knew both 
Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland thoroughly. Within 
the last two weeks your correspondent said 
one day to the president that these infamous 
stories were more widely and persistently cir- 
culated than perhaps he knew, and that it 

‘seemed worth while to put a stop to them by a 
plain statement in the press from any of the

SOME VERY DARK DAYS. 


Phenomena Which Have Frightened People 
Throughout the Union. 
From the Boston Record. 

On the 19th of May, 1780, occurred a re- 
markable phenomenon, which has come down 
in history as the ‘‘dark day.’”’ The sun rose 
upon this historic morning with no forecast of 
the strange appearance in the heavens which 
Was sO soon to present itself. 

A few minutes after 10 o’clock a cloud of 
curious appearance became visible in the 
southwest. This grew broader and darker un- 
til it overspread the whole sky, and all the 
world grew strangely dark. So dense became 
this darkness before the sun reached the 
highest point in the heavens that candles were 
lighted in the houses, and everywhere the 
noonday meal was eaten by candlelight. The 
birds, deceived by the gathering darkness, and 
wondering, perhaps, at the shortness of the 
day, sang their evening songs, disappeared to 
their resting place among the branches and be- 
came silent. 

The fowls retired to their roost and the cocks 
crowed as lustily as at daybreak. 

Throughout the continuance of this strange 
darkness the atmosphere and all objects were 
tinged with a weird, yellow appearance. The 
clouds, which partook much of this strange 
yellow hue, were also tinged with faint hues 
of redand brown. The grass and trees and 
other objects of a green color verged toa hue 
of blue. White objects were tinged with yel- 
low. In fact, yellow was the prevailing hue in 
which all objects were shrouded. 

During the day several light showers oc- 
curred. The water which fell was thick and 
dark and impregnated with a sooty smell, as 
if it had passed through sulphurous fires. 
Upon the surface of the rivers and ponds 
rested a thick scunt, which also bore the smell 
of fire. 

Now and then floating clonds appeared 
which were tinged with hues of red, green, 
blue and indigo, while some were almost white, 
save for the prevailing faint tint of yellow. In 
some quarters the sky presented an appearance 
not unlike that of the aurora borealis. 

These strange appearances created the ut- 
most consternation and terror throughout the 
region over which they spread. They were 
not a few who really believed that the day of 
judgment had come.

The war of the revolution was 
then in progress, and the age was not one de- 
void of superstition. 

It is related of Rev. Mather Byles, the tory 
pastor of the old Hollis street church—a great 
wit, by the way—that one of his parishioners, 
an old lady, came to him in great trepidation 
and begged of him that he would unfold to her 
the cause of the great and sudden darkness 
Which had overspread the earth. 

‘‘Really, madam,”’ said Dr. Byles, ‘‘I am as 
much in the dark about it as anyone of my 
parishioners.” 

This strange phenomenon extended all over 
New England, as far east as Falmouth, now 
called Portland, and westward to the farthest 
ier of Connecticut and including Albany, N. 

’. Towards the south all New England sea- 
coasts were affected, and northward the most 
extreme settlements saw and wondered at the 
strange appearance. From a time soon after 
ten o’clock in the forenoon until the middle of 
the succeeding night, this strange, weird dark- 
ness continued. Then, near midnight, the 
donse darkness grew gradually less, the stars 
came out, and nature resumed her normal ap- 
pearance. 

For several days previous to the appearance 
of this strange phenomenon, it was afterwards 
remarked, it had been presaged by a vapory 
appearance of the atmosphere. The air had 
appeared to be full of smoke, and the sufi and 
tlhe moon had presented a strangely red ap- 
pearance. 

There are few to whose minds the forocgoing 
will not recall the so-called “‘yellow day,’ 
which occurred September 1881. On 
that day the atmospheric appearances

A Sad and Deplorable Accident 
in Chicago. 


David Colbert KMs His Pretty Wife—A Bliss- 
ful Honeymoon Brought to a Tragic 
Termination—Playing With a Pistol. 


From the Chicago Mail. 

Mrs. David A. Colbert, a bride of two weeks, 
and but seventeen years of age, was accidently 
shot by her husband, at7 :30 o’clock this morn- 
ing, at their home at 165 Burling street. The 
girl died instantly, and her husband is almost 


distracted. 

Since their marriage the young couple have 
made their home with the bride’s parents, at 
165 Burling street. 
Charles Germain, No. 58 Board of Trade build- 
ing, after his marriage took his pretty little 
wife to Milwaukee on a bridal tour and re- 
turned last Thursday. They were exception- 
ally fond of each other, and were in the habit 
of romping about the house like children, 
when David, who is but twenty-one, was at 
home. This morning, while the balance of 
the family were at the breakfast table they 
heard the happy young couple laughing and 
teasing each other as usual in their bedroom 
adjacent to the dining room. - 

“David, see, I have your watch. I think I 
will keep it, itis so pretty,’’ laughingly re- 
marked the young wife as she caught up her 
husband’s timepiece from beneath the pillow 
on the bed and held it in her hand. 

‘So you are going tobe a highway robber, 
are you? You would make a very pretty one, 
Gertie. I believe I'l] turn highwayman, too,” 
jokingly replied David. ‘Stand and deliver!” 
As he said this he drew his revolver from his 
pocket and brandished it in the air. 

‘I’m not afraid of a pistol,’’ said the bride, 
as she jumped out of bed, still attired in her 
chemise and night robe. Approaching her 
busband, who stood at the foot of the bed, she 
made a feint totake the weapon from him 
while he endeavored to keep it from her. Just 
how it happened David is unable to tell, but 
she in some manner struck the revolver with 
her hand, causing it to gooff. The explosion 
of the cartridge—of 52-calibre—was heard all 
over the house, and brought the family ex- 
citedly to the scene. 

C‘Oh, Kittie, look at David,” cried the bride 
to her twin sister who was the first to enter the 
room, pointing to the young husband, who had 
fallen to the floor horror stricken and nerve- 
less. He had seen the biood spurt froma 
jagged wound over the left nipple of his wife 
and knew that he had shot her. Those were 
the last words she spoke, andJas$the last sylla- 
ble feli from her lips she reeled and dropped 
upon the bed dead. She did not know evi- 
denly that she hreself had been shot, thinking 
rather that her husband was hurt. The scene 
which followed for the first few moments 
after the tragedy was a terrible one. Scarcely 
realizing what hejwas doing, the frantic, 
moaning husband placed the muzzle of the re- 
volyer to his head to blow his brains out, but 
was prevented by his brother, who snatched it 
from his hand. Breaking out of the room he 
ran to the kitchen, crying out for a knife. He 
did not want to live, he said, as he 
searched the room fora weapon with which to 
kill himself. His brother and brother-in-law, 


until he became partially composed. Even 
then they were afraid to leave his side, until 
Lieutenant Lloyd, of the Webster avenue sta- 
tion, arrived and took him to his private office. 
The poor old mother was prostrated with 
grief, and the twin sister, Miss Kittie, flung 
herself upon the body of her beloved relative 
and playmate and wept unconsolable.

Two waxen candles 
were lighted and placed onthe commode at 
the head of the bed and the room of death 
closed to await the coming of the coroner. 
Those who came in to console the family were 
almost as much affected at the sad sight as 
the relatives. Many of them wept bitteriy and 
knelt @own beside the couch and prayed si- 
lentiy for the repose of the dead girl's soul. 
Miss Gertrude Muench and David Culbert 
were married two weeks ago at St. Michael’s 
church by the Rev. Father Webber, and the

handsome appearance of the young couple and 
their great happiness were frequently referred 
to by their neighbors and friends. Gertie, as 
she was always called, was very pretty. Her 
shoe, No. 1’s, looked like those of a child, and 
her hand is not larger than those of a twelve- 
vear-old girl. Mr. Muench, the father of the 
dead bride, is an employe in H. M. Hooker’s 
glass and paint establishment at Clinton and 
Randolph streets. When the news -was first 
told him he seemed heartbroken and could not 
utter a word. 

The grief-stricken husband was partially 
insensible foran hour after the accident, but 
has recovered, and sits moaning and calling 
out his wife’s name continually. He has a 
brother and two sisters living in this city, and 
theY were all to have moved with him and his 
wife to 58 Bissell street today, where the young 
folks said they were going to ‘‘keep house.”’ 

The affair is known to have been an accident, 
and the police, though they have young 
Colbert in custody, will allow him to return to 
ae en after the post mortem has been 
held. 

Colbert was seen by a Mail reporter at the 
station shortly after his arrest. Heis a very 
handsome, stylishly-dressed young man. He 
sat in his cell with his face buried in his hands. 
He was crying bitterly. Between his sobs he 
told the story of the Séolerbae accident. ‘‘I 
was in bed,”’ he said, ‘‘and Gertie had just got 
up. She was in a playful mood and was talk- 
ing in a joking way. I raised up my pillow to 
get my watch and she grabbed it. I then took 
the revolver, thinking, of course, I could play 
with her without it going off. I pushed the 
revolver to her breast and asked her for the 
watch. Isaid: ‘‘Will you give it to me, 
Gertie?’’ She pouted and said, ‘I won’t, I 
‘won't, won’t.”” Thenshe hit my hand and 
the gun wentof. Oh, it’s horrible.’’ and the 
poor fellow dropped on the bench in the cell, a 
deluge of tears streaming down his face. 

‘‘We were so happy,”’ he finally managed to 
say, ‘‘and were just about to move to our new 
home at 263 Bissell street, which we had fixed 
up so nicely.”’ 

Colbert is a well known young man around 
the board of trade. He is employed as a clerk 
by the commission firm of C. G. Germain. He 
is popular on the board, and has the reputa- 
tion of being a quiet young man, having none 
of the vices common to a great many young 
fellows of his age. 

A business acquaintance said: ‘‘Every one 
knows Dave Colbert. He has been on the 
board of trade for eight or nine years. He was 
a nice fellow and always bore a good reputa- 
tion. He had no bad habits or fast friends, 
and I never saw him drunk in my life.’’

Perhaps it is enough 
to say that the lessontaught by this brief 
glance at the past isa hopeful one. By the 
time one of our Georgia companies shall be 
ready to celebrate its 250th anniversary, this 
will be one of the most populous and pros- 
perous states in the union.

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THE ONLY REMAINING connecting link be- 
tween England and what is termed the ‘“Na- 
poleonic legend,’’ is about to be broken. In 
August, 1815, Napoleon was conveyed to St. 
Helena by a British man of war, and in order 
to remove even the smallest possibility of es- 
cape, England fortified the small island of As- 
cension, a very rugged volcanic island about 
midway between the shores of Africa and 
South America, which, although it is 760 miles 
from St. Helena, is the nearest. land to that is- 
land. The British government was well aware 
of the ease with which Napoleon escaped from 
the isle of Elba by the aid of his relatives, and 
was determined to prevent it this time at al) 
hazards, hence the establishment of the fort- 
ress at the Isle of Ascension. The population 
of the island is now about 150, and these con- 
sist chietly of British seamen and officers. The 
chiefexports of the island are turtles and 
birds’ eggs, and the country is said to abound 
in rats of extraordinary size, and great impu- 
dence. Its area is about thirty-cight square 
miles, and it is blessed with a dry and salubri- 
ous climate, being in the region traversed by 
the southeast trade winds. Notwithstanding 
this, however, it has but ten acres under culti- 
vation. It is not surprising, therefore, that 
the British government is about to abandon 
this barren waste. It has but few inhabitants 
beside those in the employ of the government, 
consequently it yields little or no revenue, On 
account of its great distance from land, and 
the consequent expense for the maintenance 
of the officers and the fort thereon, the admi 

rality have decided to abandon it, and to with- 
draw the small naval station which has been 
established there since 1815.

The word has an interest in colonial history. The 
first English colony was sent to America under Bir 
Richard Grenville, whe settled near Albermarle 
sound. When food grew low Greenville aud Goy- 
ernor White went to England for supplies; the latter 
leaving his little granddaughter behind as a pledge 
of hisreturn, It was agreed that if the colonists 
sought a new home they should cut on a certain 
place the name of the place to which they had 
gone. When the governor returned the next spring 
he found the place deserted, and the word Croatan 
cut on the tree. After a long search a tribe of Indi- 
ans were found bearing the name of Croatan. They 
were peaceable and friendly, but could tell nothing 
of the lost colony, which was never found. Mrs, 
Margarct Preston has made this story the theme of a 
ballad called “The Mystery of Croatan.”’ 


Theatrical Electioneering. 
Good government in a republic requires that 
the people should vote under the guidance of intelli- 
gence and reason. All unnatural excitement tends 


~o lead them to approve of bad men and bad meas- 


| should never be heated with passion or blinded by 


idolatrous affection, 

This was the principle on which elections were 
conducted in the early ddys of the republic. There 
were, indeed, occasions when men were more ofr 
less under the infiuence of violent excitement; but 
the general character of electioneering methods was 
cuiet and rational, and the occasions of a 
different character were exceptions to the general 
rule, Men usuaily get their ideas and inspirations 
from the political press, and comparatively little 
from heated politicul gatherings, and still less from 
noisv and fantastic public demonstrations, 

But a change came over the spirituf our elections 
a few years previous to the “log cabin and hard- 
cider’ campaign of 1840. About that time the the- 


| atrical style of electioneering came into vogue. 


; 


Appeals began to be made, not to the intelligence 
and reason of men, but to their imagination, preju- 
dices and passions, They were persuaded, not by 
insiruction and argument, but by processions, ban- 
ners, torchlights, songs and brass bands, The Har- 
risol campaign brought together a heterogeneous 
inass of men, having no common principles or 
policy, ‘ntopposition to the Van Buren admiuis- 
tration, and no band of political sympathy but the 
desire of change. Consequently, though the whies 
elected their candidates, when Harrisoh died 
and Tyler became president, they found that they 
had caught a tartar; and it is quite possibile 
that even if Harricou had lived, they might have 
found that they had caugnt anotber one. The 
whole movement, formidable though it was, re- 
sulted in failure and disappointment. The resuit 
of the election of Taylorin ‘48, by similar means, 
was Of asimilarly abortive character. 

This method of conducting elections does not 
spring from respect for the people, but from con- 
tempt for them; it is thoroughly undemocratic. It 
treats the voters as children, not as grown men—it 


| treats them as imbeciles rather than as rational 


beings. Themen wto use this kind of siaye trickery 
should be regarded, not as friends of the people, but 
rather as contemners of republican institutions, 
The man who respecis the people will seek to in- 


| tfiuence them, not by the arts of the showman and 


the juggler, but by appeals to their reason and their 
patriotism. . 

The expensiveness of federal elections is greatly 
enhance by this theatrical style of elec- 
tioneering.  ;The need of contributions by 
federal otticeholders, and by candidates for Con- 
gress, is largely increased, This evil does 
not end with the mere waste of money; but the cone 
tributions are considered as constituting a claim to 
a share of the spoils for the contributors or 
their friends, and thus form a decided obstacle in 
the way ofreform and ofa non-partisan civil ser- 
vice. In fact these contributions are usually re- 
garded more as business investments than as a sac- 
rifice for the public good. Such claims are certain- 
ly unworthy of executive recoguition, 

The pernicious effect of this theatrical election- 
ering upon a wise administration of public aitsirs 
is undeniable, In this country the people are the 
source Of all power and the makers ofal! laws. 
Every thing, therefore, depends upon a sound con- 
dition of public sentiment. No reform, however 
salutary in itself, can succeed without popular ap’ 
poores, poe bros then, which perverts and mis- 
eads the public judgment, tends to ensure bad laws 
and amaladministration of affairs, and such is the 
nature and tendency of this most vicious custom. 

In the present national contest, it is of 
the highest importance.that men should consider 
the questions at issue dispassionately. and in the 
clear light ot reason and truth. Passion, imagina- 
tion, prejudice, excitement, can have nothing but 
the most disastrous effects. Processions, banners, 
torchlights, songs and brass bands can render no 
assistance in examining such questions as the re- 
peal of the internal revenue law, the abolition of 
the protective tariff, the enactment of a revenue 
laril!, retrenchment of government expenses,a non- 
partisan civil service, and free and fair elections. 
such matters as these need to be considered delib- 
erately, and under the influence of no other excite- 
ment than that of an ardent love of country and of 
right, tempered by a profound reverence for the 
federal constitution.

BEECHER AND THE REPORTERS. 


How Four Young Men Boomed the Great 
Preacher’s Doctrine. 
From the New York Telegram, 

‘Four reporters made most of those preacher 
delegates change their teachings a few years ago,”’ 
said one of the reporters to others of his ilk in a 
groupat the Methodist general conference this 
week, “More than that,’’ the speaker continued, 
“these four men revolutionized religious thinking 
all the world over.”’ 

“How?” every listener asked. 

“Well, the four men, of whom I was one, had all 
been at Plymouth ehurch reporting one of Mr. 
Beecher’s sermons forthe New York morniug pa- 
pers, and had left the church togetherand were 
Crossing to New York on one of the Fulton ferry 
boats. 

“As we were chatting on the boat one of the four 
asked the others what, in their opinion, was the 
strongestand most original thought expressed in 
the morning discourse, One of the parly said the 
most original thought wasan incidental reference 
showing the preacher's disbeliefin a hell of Literal 
fire and brimstone. 

‘‘The others demurred. Each of the four had been 
reporting Mr. Beecher’s sermons for years, as it hap- 
pened, and ashehad been preaching disbelief in 
the brimstone doctrine throughout that time, and 
we had all been printing the allusions made to it, 
that thought ought notto be considered the strong- 
est. Aside from thatit had been more specifically 
referred to by the great preacher many times, 

“All finally agreed that the hell business wasa 
‘chestnut,’ but one suddenly proposed that we 
should let Mr. Beecher’s Opinions on that subject 
‘stand out’ in our reports, which were in long band 
and not supposed to be verbatim or complete. 

“Of course, we didn’t conspire to misrepresent 
Mr. Beacher, but simply agreed to give everything 
on that part of the sermon the prominence we 
could, leaving other threads of the discourse in the 
background or unprinted. 

“Aswe discussed the matter surprise was ex- 
pressed by all of us that many sermons printed pre- 
viously had not drawn more attention to Mr. 
Beecher’s views on future punishment, then de- 
ciedly unorthodox. A 

‘All of us adhered tothe acreement. Oneofthe 
four, in fact, elaborated on the subject beyond the 
expression made by Mr. Beecher, though not at 
variance with his ideas as at many other times 
spoken. The associated press were getting their 
New York news from th»: proofs of the paper which 
printed the padded report, and all ot it was sent 
over the wires from one end of the country to the 
other. 

“The religious press went wild, and thunders of 
denunciation wentup from teas of thousands of 
pulpits. In miny of them Mr. Beecher was de- 
nounced in the fiercest manner, and ‘Beecher’s 
hell’ became the theme of discussion in every ciyil- 
ized land, 

“But Mr. Beecher stood like a rock to the ideas as 
we had reported them and his surprise that such a 
storm couid be stirrel up about a doctrine he had 
promulgated for years was complete, 

‘But after the skies had cleared—within a year or 
two—there was no more preaching about brimstone 
and lakes of literal fire. So you see, fellows, that 
little conspiracy, if it may be called that, brought 
about a religious revolution, for Beecher’s bitterest 
assailants were soon printing and preaching identi- 
cally the same doctrine,”’

is fastened upon the clothing of every man, woman 
and child in the land, reasons are suggested why 
the removal or reduction of this duty should be ine 
cluded in a revision of our tariff laws. 

Under our present laws more than tour thousand 
articles are subject to duty. Many ofthese do not, 
in any Way, compete with our own manufacturc@, 
and many are hardly worth attention as subjects of 
revenue. A considerable reduction can be made in 
the aggregate by adding tbem to the free list. The 
taxation of luxuries presents no teatures of hard- 
ship, but the necessaries of life used and consumed 
by all the people, the duty ppon which adds to the 
cost of living in every home, should be greatly 
cheapened. ? 

The simple and plain duty which we owe the 
people is to reduce taxation tothe necessary ex- 
penses of ah economical operation of the govern- 
ment, and to restoreto the business of the coun'‘ry 
the money which we hold in the treasury through 
the perversion of governmental powers, These 
things can and should be done with safety to all our 
industries, without danger to the opportunity for 
remunerative labor which our workingmen need, 
and with benefit tothem andallour people, by 
cheapening their means of subsistence and inereas 
ing the measure of their comforts.

Locating the Lakes and Buildings. 


T + important work yesterday was the loca- 
ti .of the lake, of the electric plant, the pub- 
lic comfort building, and the gymnasium. <A 
number of directors, assisted by Messrs. Win- 
siip, Wylie, W. 8.

The fine for the violation of the ordinance is 
not to excecd $100, or imprisoned not exceed- 
ing thirty days, either, or both, in the discre- 
tion of the court. 

That’s what Captain Couch has been work- 
ing atforalong time.

Sometimes there are feet where the heads 
ought to be, but the heads ate what arrest at- 
tention.

—o Bald heads are in the large majority. 

here are little heads and big heads; gray 
heads and red heads. The former are by far 
the most numerous, but there is enough red to 
give effect to the scene. There arerounds and 
square heads—but they are all great heads. 

The biggest head of them all is that which 
rests on the thick neck and broad shoulders of 
William Bourke Cockran, the Tammany ora- 
tor. Probably the most shapely head is that 
which every one likens to the bust of Shak- 
speare. Itrests with striking pose upon the 
shoulders of Mr. Bacon, of New York. A very 
large and great head is carried by Governor 
Long, who says he intends to carry it into re- 
tirement at the expiration of this term. It is 
afirm, impressive head. It has a big, bald, 


‘strong forehead, and it is full of hard sense, as 


well as picturesque ideas. 

Mr. Glover has a remarkably large head for 
the little body it controls. 

Samuel D. B. Henderson has a big, hard 
head with a heavy jaw and square forehead. 

Judge Crisp has a big, round head, of more 
amiable lines than Mr. Reed’s, full of good 
nature and logic. 

Mr. Buchanan has a very large methodical 
head to balance his rotundity of person. 

Bynum has a big head, full of details of the 
tariff. These are the men with strikingly large 
heads. 

The smallest head in the house is that owned 
by Mr. McClammy, of North .Carofina. Mr. 
Belmont has a small head, witha very intellec- 
tual scowl which he parts in the middle. But 
itis to the barber rather than to the phrenolo- 
gist eae most of the congressional heads 
appeal. 

“Above all else, the heads are picturesque.

It is the finest head of hair in the house, 
It is as thick as the growth of the blue-grass 
of his own country. It is always parted low at 
one side, and when he is making aspeecha 
heavy locks often fall over his forehead, 

La Follette has a heavy suit of rich brown 
hair, combed straight back from his forehead 
and standing up about 14 inches long all over 
his head. No part has marked a line through 
it to show the scalp. 

Notwithstanding a small bald spot just at 
the crown, Mr. Stockdale has one of the heav- 
jest shocks of hair in the house. It is a daad 
gray and grows wild, like orchard grass in au- 
tumn, crowning a classic head. — :

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WORK OF THE SAND AUGERS, 


The Curious Whirlwind of the Western 
Plains. 
From the San Francisco Examiner. 

When the Union Pacitic railway was being 
constructed the workmen had frequent oppor- 
tunities for witnessing the formation and pro- 
gress of whirlwinds, which, on account of the 
peculiar action they had on dry soil, were oall- 
‘sand augers.”’ They were especially frequent 
in Lodge Pole Creek valley, through which the 
railway, leaving the Platte river, runs north- 
erly io near the base of the Black Hill. This 


of low, uneven hills. 

The first indication of the approach of one 
of these sand augurs would be the formation, 
here and there in the valley, of little whirli- 
gigs of dusty wind, picking up bits of straw, 
paper and other inconsiderable trifles, some- 
times waltzing into camp «nd flirting with the 
canvas tents or scattering the embers and ashes 
of outiioor cooking places. 

These baby cyclones would increase in nume- 
ber quite rapidly, and then be whisked away 
by strong currents of air, coming from no one 
knew where, but all drawing across the valle 
toward the eastern range of hills, over which 
would then be seenadvancing a funne)l-shaped 
cloud, like that seen over waterspouts formiyg 


' at sea. 


From the ander surface of the low-lying 
cloud a swaying tongue of ljead-culored vapor 
would prolong itself toward the earth, from 
which, to meet it, would rise a clond of dirt 
and sand. ‘This earth cloud would rise higher 
and higher, with a whirling motion, becoming 
more compact all the while, until the bine- 
biack vapor and the brown wiass from below 
would unite above, and the completed, swiftly 
whirling column commence to meve slowly 
down from the hills on its way across tlie 
valley. 

While its forward progress was usually slow, 
the rotary motion about its vertical axis would 
be very rapid, and so dense would be the mass 
of sand gathered up by it that when the col- 
umn touched the earth it would scoop out @ 
shallow channel like the dry bed of a shallow 
stream. Hence its name of sand auger, 

The diameter of these augers seidom ex- 
ceeded fifteen or twenty feet in the ground, 
but their bulk increased with their height un- 
til they were merged into the broad surface of 
the thick murky vapor from the cloud above, 
from which electric fiashes frequently played. 
When this occurred large hailstones would be 
formed, which would be thrown, by centrifu- 
gal force, apparently, out from the revolving 
storm. They would be found to be, almost in- 
variably, in the shape of flat disks, sometimes 
three inches in diameter and One inch thick, 
and made up of layers of ice and sand. 

One such sand-auger passed near, $n en- 
gineer’s camp Where I was at work, and car- 
ried off a tent or two. It then grazed the edge 
of a corral near by, cutting away one angle of 
an adobe wall, and, sweeping by the house 
itself, left every pane of giass in the one win- 
dow as nearly ground as if done bya sand- 
blast machine, 

Passing on, the tents the auger was carrying 
off beeame entangled in the telegraph wires 
running through the vailey, and after dragging 
down two poles the cyclone collapsed, leaving 
beneath where it broke up, a mound made up 
of saud, bits of adobe, some old boots, a sprink- 
ling of empty tins, part of a bale of hay, and a 
dog-eared poker deck of cards. The latter 
were afterward carefully yvathered up by their 
owner, a geniua called Slim Jim, whd’always 
deplored the fact that the recovered pack was 
imperfect, there bcing but four acres leit init 
by, the sand-auger.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Miss M. F. Jordan, Roxboro, N. C.: Having heard 

s0 many accounts of failure with the Swanley white 
violet, and having recently sent plants toa number 
of the readers of Woman’s Kingdom, I will give my 
experience with and way of cultivating it, I have 
had the most perfect success with this violet; it in- 
creases rapidly and blooms for me continually from 
the last ot November until the middle of April. I 
bave itin a cold frame, that is a structure with 
front, back and sides of wood, orin otber words a 
bex with no bottam; front twelve inches deep, back 
several inches higher, sides of course sloping. It 
has a sash which fits, for a cover, which I keep 
down only in extreme cold weather. Farther 
south, perhaps, no sash would be required. The 
frame is buried to the top ofthe front and earth 
thrown up to the top of the back and sides, and it is 
partly filled with six inches of soil composed of one- 
half garden soil, one-fourth leaf mold and one- 
fourth thoroughly decomposed manure, though any 
rich light soil will answer. If this plant is cuiti- 
vated outside ofa cold frame, give it a half shaded 
situation, keep the runners cut off after February 
and it will bloom profusely all the spring. I will 
Say tothose who would have pansies bloom all 
‘winter, to keep them also in a cold frame. My 
pansies bloom the year round, though finer in 
winter than summer; some of the blooms have 
meastired over two inches across. I manage them 
precisely aS I do violets, except that I sow seed once 
& year, in August, and transplant to the cold frame 
as soon asthe plant has four leaves. Please allow 
me to say to the ladies who wrote in responge to my 
recent letter in Woman's Kingdom and did not 
hear from me, that it was impossible for me fo re- 
ply toall, there were so many. Some did not read 
my letter carefully enough to see what I proposed to 
exchange for, And sent me seed.and cuttings of 
plants that Ialrea@y had.

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GEORGIA’S CROPS 


The Condition of the Cotton, 
Corn and Other Crops. 


A Variety of Subiects Disenssed—The De- 
partment Talks Upon the Inapec. 
tion of Fertilizers. 


The crop report of the agricultwral depars- 
ment for the month of June is out. 

The document is-one of more than ordinary 
interest. Is begins with a review of the 
weather gf March, April and May. The tem- 
perature of the greater part of May is described 
as'too low for the healthy development, of the 
cotton plant, and this, with the too abundant 
rains, has had a tendency to retard the crop. 
The reports from north and middle Georgia 
are rather gloomy, but these from southwest, 
east and middleGeergia are much more en- 


couracing. 
CORN. 


Stands of corn are good, except in low lands, 
where the bud worm and cut worm have been 
vyory destructive. The stalk is rather small for 
the season, but the color is good and the plants 
are healthy and vigorous and the fields in good 
state of cultivation. 

OATS AND WHEAT. 

The generous rains of the latter half of May 
resulted in a wonderful improvement of the 
oat crop. In some counties the yield is re- 
ported as.the best since 1882. ‘The crop is bet- 
ter insonthwest Georgia than elsowhere, the 
yield being 95, compared with an average. 
The yield of the state at lange wil) be 87, corm- 
pared with an average crop. | 

Wheat has been seriously injured by rust, 
the extent of injury from this source being 20 

ercent. The evil appears to be most serious 

n north Georgia and middle Georgia. 
. COTTON. 

Tho condition of this crop on the first of the 
month was 91, compared with an average, 
which‘s 7 points lower than the reported con- 
dition June 1, 1887. The stand is fairly good In 
every section, averaging 3, compared with a 
‘‘perfect”’ stand. ( 
little difference in the several sections. The 
stand being so nearly perfect, the cause of the 
comparatively low condition is found in the 
fact that a large part of the crop failed to ger- 
minate at the proper time on accouut of dry 
weather. Hence, although stands are now 

rood, ‘the plaints are small and the crop is 
Gack wait some ten days, on an average. 
Comparatively few complaints of _ lice 
and other. imsects have been received. 

In view of the favorable weather since June 
1, (now June §,) the condit‘on of the cotton 
crop is not discouraging at this time. 

FRUIT. 

No change since May 1st is reported in the 
percentage of hy of peaches, pears, and 
grapes; but apples have deciined from 68 per 
cent of a full crop, to 59. The repeated fail- 
ures of the peach crop are having a discourag- 
ing effect on growersof the fruit. Is it not 
true thatthe proportion of good peech years 
has grown mach less in the last thirty years? 
If true, whatis the cause? Climatic condi- 
tions have undergone no change that is discov- 
erable by the observation of instruments. Can 
it be attributed to the moré general planting of 
grafted and budded trees than formerly? 

GENERAL INFORMATION, 

The report contains an unusual amount of 
general information—information of interest 
and value tothe farmer. The advaptage of 
crop report publications is discussed ; a remedy 
for hog cholera is given; buckwheat is 
described at length, and at the end of the re- 

rt are printed the reports of correspondents 
rom all parts of the state. 

INSPECTION OF FERTILIZERS. 

Ir a rather lengthy discussion of this sub- 
ject, the commissioner has something to say in 
defense of the department. It is written in 
reply toa correspondent who expresses ‘“‘dis- 
satisfaction about the way guanois put upon 
the market.”’ 

The commissioner says: 

Our correspondent does notsay in what resrect 
the sale of guano is unsatisfactory, or whether the 
eompplaint is against the manner in which the in- 
spetlon law is executed, or the details of the law 
itse An attemptto “explein”’ without a more 
definite knowledge of the ground of complaint, 
would not be likely to give satisfaction. The com- 
missioner is aware that the law is defective in some 
important respects, but he can Go no more than ex- 
ecute it as faititully as possible with the means at 
hiscommand. This he claims to have done, especi- 
ally during the season just passed. Nearly two hun- 
dred thousand tons were personally inspected and 
samples taken by the six inspectors, and the tags 
applied to the bags under their personal direction, 
ang generally in their immediate presence. The 
work amounted to nearly twenty-eight hundred 
distinct inspections. Every car loa: of fertilizers 
entering the state for sale has been entered by an 
inspector in person, either at Augusta Savannah or 
Toccoa, oratits final destination. Extraordinary 
diligence and care have been employed to prevent a 
singie car load or bag of fertilizer from reaching the 
hands ofa farmer before being personally inspected 
by an inspector, 

The yreatiy increased number of f-rtiliger facto- 
ries within the limits of the state, and theshipmeuts 
entering the state at points where it was Anpracti- 
cable tostation an inspector, have required the 
whole time—almost day and nizht—of two of the 
six inspectors, durmg the seasou. The chemist has 
been overwhelmed with several thousands of sain- 
ples. The c»mmissioner is confident that the law 
as it is has been faithfully executed. 

The commissioner has been informed that some 
instances have occurred (toward the close of the 
season, and where farnners were very urgent for the 
immediate delivery of their feriilizers) where agents 
bave deliverei fer.ilizer8s to farmers without 
giving the inspector time to reach the 
point of delivery. Several such Cases 
by direction of the commissioner, have been re 
ported to the prosecuting officers of the circuits 
where the offenses occured, to the end that the pen- 
ality of the aw may be imposed. Parmers who re- 
ceive uninspected or untazged fertilizers have cer- 
tainly no righttocomplain. Every farmer—every 
good citizen- should feel in duty bovnad to dis- 
courage ali such violations of law and to report the 
game to the commissioner, or one of the inspectors. 
It has been the sincere desire and carnest purpose 
of the commissioner to protect the farmer and pre- 
vent imposition. The farmers themselves should 
co-operate with the commissioner and his inspectors 
in enforcing the law. He invites suggestions from 
themin regard to changes in the law or in the 
detalls of execution.

‘Walton had been the victim of 
numerous teasings at the hands of his compan- 
ions, and finally desperation turned upon 
Daniel and cut him with a pocket knife, The 
wound was not supposed to be fatal, but Dan- 
ie! dieda few days later: 

Henry Walton, the murderer, is but eigh- 
teen years of age and is without a friend in the 
world. The visit of these three gentlemen to 
Atlanta.is purely an act of charity in behalf of 
one who they think should not hang. They 
are w6H armed with petitions in behalf of 
Waltou, among the signers being all of'the 


the twenty-three members of the grand jury 
which indicted Walton, all of the members of 


the jury which tried him except one and he is 
dead, and a vast mumber of citizens of the 
county, 

Colonel Griggs and his compariions called 
upon the governor yesterday morning and 
were accorded a further hearing in the after- 
noon. 

They ask for a commutation of Walton’s 
sentence toimprisonment. The. governor has 
reserved his decision.
